Record Assets 
For Royal Bank 


New high levels in fied of Can- 
adian banking are revealed in the 
annual financial statement of The 
Royal Bank of Canada for the 
year ending Nov. 30, 1951. The 
report shows total assets have now 
topped the $2.5 billion mark and 
stand at $2,515,645,208, an in- 
crease. of $18,268,866 over the 
record figure of a year ago. 

Deposits have aiso reached the 
highest figure in Canadian bank- 
ing history, the total at the end 
of the Royal Bank’s fiscal year 
standing at $2,350,314,347 as 
compared with the previous year’s 
figure of $2,337,503,468, This 
increase has occurred despite a 
reduction in Government deposits 
of nearly $46,000,000, Interest- 
bearing denosits have also reached 
a new level of $1,123,723,791, an 
increase of $19,805,565. The 
steady rise of interest-bearing de- 
posits characteristic of bank state- 
ments during the past few years, 
shows a tendency to level off, due 
no doubt to the impact of heavier 
taxes and higher living costs. 
Non-interest bearing public de- 
posits have increased by $39,694,- 
767 and now total $1,085,717,203- 

Demand for commercial loans 
in Canada has continued heavy, 
due to the high level of commer- 
cial activity during the past twelve 
months. This is reflected in an 
increase of $67,122,070 under 
this heading. Much of this in- 


will be trans- 


crease occurred prior to the Gov- 
ernment’s announced policy of 
credit restriction in February. 
Call loans in Canada standing at 
$21,191,848, are down by $31,- 
347,547. The liquid vosition of 
the bank continues very strong. 
Cash assets total $488,057,439, 
which is equal to 20 per cent of 
all the bank’s public liabilities. 
Liquid assets amount to $1,624,- 
599,059, equivalent to 66.96. per 
cent of the bank’s liabilities to the 
nublic. Included in the bank’s 
liquid assets are Dominion and 
Provincial Government securities 
totalling $836,209,958. 

Bank premises account has in- 
creased from $17,068,704 to 
$19,508,884, due to the bank’s 
continuing program of branch 
building and improvement. 

Profits are higher. After the 
usual deductions for contingency 
reserves and the staff pension 
fund, total profits amounted to 
$12,983,064 as compared with 
$11,845,188 for the previous 
year. Of this amount $5,276,000 
was reserved for dominion and 
provincial taxes, an increase of 
$1,264,000. In addition $1,400,- 
949 was set azide for depreciation 
of bank premises. After the 
above deductions the net profit 
was $6,306,115 as compared with 
$6,559,725 in 1950. Out of net 
profits $4,200,000 was paid in 
dividends, which includes an extra 
distribution this year of 20 cents 
per share, and $2,106,115 carried 
forward to profit and loss account, 
resulting in a balance of $3,026,- 
154. From this amount $2,000,000 
has been transferred to the bank’s 
reserve fund, which now stands at 
$52,000,000, leaving a balance of 
$1,026,154 in the Profit and Loss 
account.

Conferences Seem Futile 


The United Nations has accepted the pro- 
posal of some Middle East nations for a con- 
ference of the Big Four, over the contro- 
versial question of arms reduction, or dis- 
armament. In ordinary diplomatic matters, 
in the past, this move would have a hopeful 
aspect, but in these days of conferences 
without end, in which only futility is reach- 
ed, there seems to be little optimism found 
in the situation. 

As long as the conferences include the 
representative of the Soviet Republics will 
there be any chance of the conferees 
arriving at a peaceful and practical solution 
of their problems? Surely the Western na- 
tions know by this time that Russia does not 
want a peaceful issue to come from all these 
meetings of statesmen! 

Every conference held so far over dis- 
puted matters between Russia and the rest 
of the world, has ended in futility. Not even 
the United Nations itself has escaped this 
devastating evil opposition and futility. In 
every final decision on even the most vital 
questions, the Soviet veto has loomed as the 
last road block to progress. There isn’t 
much hope or expectancy of disarmament 
agreement blossoming from this last Big 
Four Conference. 


Doings At Medicine Hat 


In Medicine Hat James E. Caldwell has 
invented a bicycle with wings, fore and aft, 
which flap, and which, in turn, lift the 
bicycle into the air. Thus, the modern world 
has its first flying bicycle. 

In operation, the wings flap as the 
bicycle moves along, and though the engine 
rates only two horsepower, Mr. Caldwell has 
pulled himself five or ten feet up into the 
air, with a bird-like rhythm. The strangest 
thing about the contraption is that it uses 
gravity for most of its power. Caldwell 
says he studied the principles of bird flight 
for ten years before building the “Orni- 
thopter,” The wings reach out nine or ten 
feet from each side of the bicycle and are 
cloth-covered. 

There is as yet no final agreement as to 
the importance of the new machine but the 
inventor claims that it represents a new 
scientific approach, which may prove of 
greater commercial value than atomic 
energy. He explains the principle as one in 
which the wing lifts the weight and the 
weight propels the wings. ‘This formula is 
the science of using air for a highway and of 
using gravity for most of the power on that 
highway,’ he says. 


Liberals Plan Convention 


It has been announced, from the Liberal 
party headquarters, that a party convention 
is being called to meet in Edmonton, on 
January 30 and 31. Efforts are being made 
to make this gathering one of the greatest 
importance. 

The Alberta Liberal party has been slow- 
ly gaining strength in the last eight years 
and though progress has not been as great 
as was hoped, there has not been a recession 
or a slackening in interest in the province. 
The organizations in the constituencies have 
taken active measures to put their affairs 
in first class order. Candidates have been 
nominated in many of them, and there is 
a spirit of confidence in party officialdom, 
that the next trial of strength between Social 
Credit and the Liberalism of the historic 
party will reveal some very encouraging 
developments. 

The political pendulum has swung to 
opposite poles more than once in Alberta, 
and the coming convention of the party is 
likely to give things a good start in the 
direction of victory at the next election.

Stambaugh Champions 
| Alberta 


Valiant service has been performed by 
Senator J. W. Stambaugh in the senate de- 
bate on the troubled and complex business 
of the railway freight rates, recently. The 
senator, with commendable, courage and 
ability, raised his voice in defence of objec- 
tions by Alberta to the inequalities now con- 
tinuing in the railway freights rates as be- 
tween the eastern provinces, British Colum- 
bia and Alberta. 

At one point he stressed the unequal rates 
by telling the senators that the rate 100 
pounds of canned goods from Aylmer to 
Vancouver was $1.57 and the rate from 
Aylmer to Calgary or Edmonton $3.23 for 
100 pounds of the same goods. 

In reply to objectons from Senator Reid 
of British Columbia, Mr. Stambaugh said: 
“T am at a loss to know why British Columbia, 
should be opposed to Alberta getting a little 
break from these freight rates.” He pointed 
out that proposed changes did not adversely 
affect either B.C. rates or those to Winnipeg, 
and he could not see why Alberta should be 
refused a small advantage when it did injury 
to nobody else. 

It seems evident that, though Canada is 
a united country politically, there are those 
among the senators who think of the domin- 
ion in local, sectional terms, of the East and 
West and the Middle, all being opposed to 
each other. It is time the facts, as stated 
by Senator Stambaugh, should bring about 
a more equitable deal between the extremes 
and the middle of the country in the matter 
of freight rates and other matters. Con- 
federation will never mean union until all 
parts of the country stand for equality of 
the whole. 


Heroism Not Dead 


The age of heroes has not passed into 
oblivion, as some dark souls have believed 
in recent years, and today the world is stand- 
ing amazed and thrilled at a sea story of 
highest heroism and courage. <A lone cap- 
tain of a .stricken vessel in mid-Atlantic,

HORSE LOVERS OPPOSE ROUND-UP 


CRANBROOK, B.C, — British 
Columbia’s band of wild horses 
was nearing the end of tlhe trail 


as plans went ahead for the sev- 
enth annual “c_ean-up’ drive of 
mustangs in* the East Kootenay 
mountain range. 

Cranbrook Farmers’ Institute 
unanimously endorsed closure of 
the public range between Feb. 1 
and April 15 to permit horse- 
hvnting wi'h big game rifles in- 
stead of the traditional lariat. 

Protests of horse-lovers who 
would preserve the last home on 
the range for the province's wild 
horses were brushed aside at re- 
cent meetings here. ‘ 

The issue flared up at the close 
of the roundup last year in which 
about 100 of the free-roaming band 
cf mus:angs were killed. Some 300 
horses, most runty and nonde- 
script still survive after six years 
of slaughter in which an estimated 
2,500 horses have been extermin- 
ated to make way for beef cattle. 

Riding clubs and horse-breeders 
organizations submitted a_ petition 
to Premicr Byron Johnson at the 


close of last year’s drive and 
charged “wanton cruelty.” 

Grazing Commissioner W. C. 
“Pendray reported to Cranbrook 
farmers and ranchers that 390 
signatures were affixed to the 
petition protesting the annual 
drives. Under questioning by the 
farmers, Pendray said that names 
of signers had been screened and 
showed that “only 60 had any 
direct knowledge or interest in 
the matter.” 

The farmers’ Institute decided 
that conservation of rangeland 
during the early spring season 
was essential for continuation of 
the beef industry. 

However, the farmers recom- 
mended that horses evading the 
annual roundup be shot only by 
Forest Service grazing lands ap- 
“pointees. Authorized agents re- 
ceive $5 for each pair of horse’ 
ears they turn in. Stallions can 
be shot by anyone who secures 
a government agent’s permit. 

During the roundup periods, 
farmers are permitted to market 
the carcasses of the horses they 
shoot,

ALBERTA FARMERS GAIN $12,000,000 
IN 20c PRICE BOOST ON 1951 WHEAT 


Poor harvest conditions in various parts of the Province 
have greatly reduced the deliveries of 1951 wheat crop, But 
those farmers who have made deliveries of their crop will 
benefit by an added price of 20c per bushel on all their 
1951-52 delivered wheat. a 

This was announced in Ottawa 
Saturday of last week. It means 
that Alberta farmers will benefit 
by over $12 million in initial wheat 
price payments, Hon. C. D. Howe 
announced that the Wheat Board’s 
initial price to producer basis Fort 
William, Port Arthur and Van- 
couver wi.l be $1.60 ver bushel 
No. 1 Northern instead of $1.40. 
This increase of 20c per bushel 
applies to all grades of wheat 
sold to the Wheat Board. 

Starting March ist the Wheat 
Board will begin mailing checks 
to producers for deliveries made 
by that time, to adjust the differ- 
ence in what has already been 
paid them. It is estimated that 
over $50,000,000 extra will go 
into the pockets of Western farm- 
ers. This will pay the producer 
the full amount at the new initial 
price, including the 20c increase. 

The initial price is the amount 
the farmer receives when he de- 


livers his wheat to the Canadian 
Wheat Board, the crown agency 
which aets as salesman for prairie 
wheat producers. If the board 
shows a profit in sales, it distri- 
butes this in the form of final 
payments to farmers at the end 
of the crop year.

DESCRIBES JOURNEY WITH ROYALTY 


Mrs. George Prudham, wife of Alberta’s Minister in the 
Federal Government has written an interesting account of 
their visits with Princess Elizabeth and the Duke. Because 
people everywhere are interested in the intimate details and

herewith in full as Mrs. Prudham wrote ‘it. 


I have had so many requests 
to tell about our journey on the 
Royal train, which carried Their 
Royal Highnesses dvring most of 
their recent Canadian tour, that 
I decided to write a Christmas 
letter giving you a description of 
events and some of the highlights 
as I saw them. 

George acted as host for Can- 
ada on the Royal train from Swift 
Current, Saskatchewan, to Banff, 
Alberta. It was his honor and 
duty to present the loca’ dignitary 
who was host at each official 
stop, to Their Royal Highnesses, 
the local host carried on from 
there each time. I was invited on 
the Southern Alberta tour, but 
circumstances prevented me from 
going. Their Royal Highnesses 
told Mr. Prudham when he left 
them that they wovld be looking 
forward to meeting me when they 
returned to Alberta on the 
Northern route. 

George arrived in Edmonton by 
air and I by train. From there 
we drove to Ja-ner, Alberta, on a 


* very treacherous icy road, driving 


at on'y ten mi es per hour in many 
places. Chartered buse§ carrying 
our Mounted Police passed us; 
they were dropning the poice 
at noints to be snecially guerded 
along the rovte. I tell this only 
that it made us ennreciate how 
very many similar things had 
been done, hy many neople across 
this vast country of our, to keep 
the tour running on its wonder- 
fully » anned schedule. 

We stayed overnight in Jasper, 
boarding the train at 7 am. 
mountain standard time. We had 
special credentials to show the 
officia’s before boarding. 

Their Royal Highne:ses did net 
appear at Jasner and a crowd of 
several hundred who had gath- 
ered and waited in the early hours 
of a cold morning, were dis- 
appointed. The Royal covple had 
retired by Pacific time and it 
was actually six a.m. for them. 

We were talking with a brake- 
man and asked him some ques 
tions, He said that throurh the 
who'e night he saw fa hlights 
twinkling at every crvlvert and 
switch as well as at bridges. 
Guarding these places wes one of 
the duties of our Mounted Po ice. 
Their other duties, which gave 
color to the pageant as well as 
safety for our Roval guests, you 
already know about. 

We had our breakfast in the 
main diner, then visited with Mr. 
Thomperon, the publicity agent for 
the tour, also with Mr. Stein and 
Mr. Measures, the protocal offi- 
cers. 

When the engineer of the train 
saw a crowd gathered at any point 
along the route, during waking 
hours, it was his duty to press a 
buzzer which sounded in the 
Royal car — Princess E izabeth 
and Prince Philin wov d go to the 
beck of the train to take a bow, 
when thus signalled. 

We arrived in Edson, my h-me 
town, at 1°:30 am. Here the 
mayor, Mr. Kankawith, Mrs. Kan- 
kawith. the M.P. for Jasper-Edson, 
Mr. J. W. Welbourne, Mrs. Wel- 
bourne ard other dignitaries 
were nresented. A rai-ed platform 
and promenade had been erected 
which made it easy for the crowd 
of over 2,000 to sre the Royal 
guests. After a brief speech of 
welcome, which was presented in a 
manuscript, in more detail, a bou- 
auet -f yellow roses was pres“nted 
Her Highness by Patricia Canton , 
(her father is head of the Legion 
there). How quickly Patricia's 
nervorsness was dispelled by th? 
warm‘h of Princess Elizabeth's 
smile as she stooned to receive the 
bouquet. The Royal courle walk-d 


UPON ARRIVAL in Edmonton, 
Princess Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip were met by thousands of 
Albertans. But before their arrival 
they had already been met at 
Jasper by Hon. and Mrs. George 
Prudham, and the interesting de- 
tails of their visit with the Royal 
couple are told here by Mrs. 
Prudham, : 


the whole length of the raised 
promenade picking out people here 
and there for a brief chat. They 
really are adept at picking out per- 
s nalities. Near m2, Her Highness 
picked out Mrs. Harrison, who is 
a pioneer, and chatted with her. 
The “ten minute” stop stretched 
to twenty. I feel that this in itself 
was a tribute to the excellent or- 
ganization there, 

After leaving Edson, we received 
an invi‘ation from Their Royal 
Highnesses to have cocktails, in 
heir lounge car before luncheon. 
Tho exact time to be indicated 
later, 

Fifleen miles east of Edson, the 
train was stopped so that the Prin- 
ecss and the Duke could go for- 
ward to the engine whcre Princess 
Elizabeth would take the throttle. 
The train started jerkily, as a car 
cften does, then ran slowly for 
about fifteen miles stopping, with 
the same jerky movement. When 
thoy were in their car and settled 
they sent for us. We went to their 
lounge, and after the proper salu- 
tations were over, Princess EKliza- 
beth motioned to me to share the 
divan she was seated upon: and 
“trince Philip indicated a chair for 
Ceorge. The Princess was wearing 
‘he red suit which the reporters 
tried so hard to describe. I'd say 
it is the shade of the Engisn 
robin’s breast. It had a black cut 
velvet appliqued on the collar, The 
skirt was nencil slim. “She has 
small hips and slender legs. She 
was dressed for the day ahead for 
she wore brogues with cuban 
heels. Her mink jacket went over 
the suit, in Edson and again in 
fdmonton. I asked Her Highness 
about being in the engine, taking 
it for granted that she had driven 
it. She very modestly said “Oh,— 
I didn’t drive the engine”. Then 
she went on to describe the plung- 
ing and rolling action you feel in 
the engine of a train. She paid a 
‘ribut> to the engineers and fire- 
men who drive our engines. She 
also compared our trains with the 
English ones, saying our trains run 
mrch more smoothly though not 
rearly so fast. The Duke asked 
George what supported a town like 
Fdson. This George answered to 
the b-st of his ability.. During this 
T eat enchanted with a dainty, 
intelligent, beautiful young woman 
whose complexion and teeth are 
flewless and whose violet blue 
ey7s look at you with so much 
s'ncerity, I asked Her Royal 
Highness about their journey over 
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the Atlantic Ocean. She said it 
was very smooth but the gaining 
of so much time, five hours, was 
difficult to adjust yourself to. “You 
know we had two luncheons that 
first day”. (I thought to myself, 
what a strenuous first day we had 
imposed upon them.) She went on 
to say they had phoned home from 
the coast. There the time was 
seven hours in difference. 


Through this, Prince Charles and 
Princess Anne popped into our 
conversation. I asked Her High- 
ness if she thought their children 
would know them upon their re- 
turn. She was sure they would 
because they knew her when shea 
had returned from two and one- 
half months at Malta. The Prince 
asked about the soil and growth, 
and why so little of the land was 
clcared. The conversation was 
interrupted by the buzzer. The 
Prince jumped, grabbed Her High- 
ness by the hand, and they raced 
to the back of the train, one car 
length to take a bow. They re- 
turned with shining eyes, the Prin- 
cess’ hair fluffled with the breeze, 
and continued the visit. 

There was tomato juice or sherry 
if you wished it. Everyone took 
tomato juice. Prince Philip took 
great pains in adding salt and 
Worcester sauce to the juice; he 
also served it. 

We told them about the Pembina 
Valley and coal areas. You could 
tell they were already very well 
informed by the questions: they 
asked. Suddenly Princess Eliza- 
beth looked out of the window and 
said “look at the cars—amd peo- 
ple”, glancing ‘to see if the buzzer 
would go. They hurried out again. 
This stop was longer, for at Gain- 
ford the engine took water. Whilst 
th:y were out we suggested to 
Lady Elphinstone that we should 
leave, but she said “Oh, not yet”, 
sO we stayed while they took two 
more bows. The chat was not one 
sided, they do draw you out. Mean- 
while the train was travelling at 
eighty miles an hour making up 
time. As we passed Duffield, Their 
Royal Highnesses remarked in 
unison that we should soon be 
nearing the first oilfields. 

All the bouquets which lent 
themselves to vases were set about 
in their lounge . The car itself was 
decorated in lime green, making 
pertect background. The lounge 
was divided from the dining quar- 
ters by mirrored doors. Their 
Royal Highnesses greatly admired 
a spray of artificial flowers, Calli 
Lillies, ete., made by some Italian 
women in British Columbia. 

At this point we bowed ourselveg 
out. They were most charming 
and gracious with their adieus, 

A bouquet of orchids with no 
foliage had been placed in the gen- 
eral dining car for all to share in 
their beauty. Large orchids in 
profusion are a joy to behold. 

We had luncheon and had to 
make haste so as to be ready to 
leave the train at Edmonton. 

Here, as Minister of the Federal) 
Government, my husband presented 
His Honour J. J. Bowlen, Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Alberta, Pre- 
micr Manning, Mrs. Manning, 
Mayor Parsons and Mrs. Parsons, 
Maior-General C. Vokes, CB, CBE, 
DSO, CD, to Their Royal High- 
nesses. , The tour of Edmonton 
began at the C.N.R. Station and 
continued for many miles through 
streets thronged with adult people 
and crowds of happy, cheering 
children who had waited hours 
through what was almost a drizzle, 
for their glimpse of Royalty. 

Mr, Stein and Mr. Measures rode 
in our car. We were proud to se? 
how well pleased they were with 
the organization in Edmonton. It 
was a lasting pleasure to ride thus 
through your own city and see so 
many familiar smiling faces. 

_ A long ston was made at the 
Legislative Buildings. Here the 
Cabinet Ministers’ wives and Mrs. 
Mooney were formally presented to 
Their Royal Highnesses in the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s office; this 
in itself made a pretty show. 

The “Highland Scottish Group”, 
children and adults, were out in 
full dress, numbering some hun- 
dred. They made an impressive 
sight standing in tiers on the steps 
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Cheering throngs welcomed the Royal Cuople on their visit to 
Alb: rta, but Mrs. Prudham tells of the personal visit she shared with 
her husband, Hon. George Prudham, Alberta’s Minister in the Federal 


Government. 


of the . Legislative Buildings. 
Assembled choirs sang many suit- 
able songs. Here the formal 
speeches were delivered and pre- 
sentations were made to the Royal 
Couple, flowers for Princess Eliza- 
beth, gifts for themselves, also for 
Prince Charles and Princess Anne. 
These were made by children from 
the “Children’s Ward” in various 
hospitals throughout the city. 


The tour of Edmonton took us 
to the Imperial Oil Refinery, where 
tea was to be served and a demon- 
stration made by an engineer 
using first, a miniature driJ! to 
demonstrate “drilling” through a 
sample showing the various strata 
through which actual drilling is 
done; the lecture continued show- 
ing the refining of oil with another, 
complete set up in miniature. 

Princess Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip stood rooted to the spot in 
a comfortable slightly slouched 
position. They listened intently, 
asking intelligent questions as the 
machines onerated, The lecture 
lasted quite a long time. They were 
so enwrapped they did not take 
any of the delicious sandwiches 
and French pastries being prof- 
fered, they only drank their tea. 
So, of course, the guests behind 
them were politely refusing the 
dainties also. I am sure they could 
have done with some refreshment, 
but they were’so intent upon that 
Iceture, even though they may 
have guessed they would be pre- 
sented with a brochure at its con- 
clusion. The brochure was of a 
large size fully illustrated and 
bound in natural calf skin. 

After this long day the Princess 
and Princo arrived at the Mac- 
donald Hotel looking as fresh as 
if it were morning." They went to 
the Royal Suite on the fifth floor 
first. This floor was most strictly 
guarded, as indeed was the whole 
hotel and its surroundings. Prin- 
cess Elizabeth wore a black net 
cocktail length dress trimmed 
with sequins; and with her hair 
simply arranged. The Princess 
and the Duke proceeded to the 
main corridor leading to the dining 
room. Here the dinner guests were 
presented. Their Highnesses were 
most gracious through it all. An 
incident delighted me and perhaps 
them too, though their faces be- 
trayed nothing. A man and his 
lady were presented. He bowed 
most graciously but his lady shook 
their hands heartily and _ said 
“Pleased to meet chu”. After all, 
perhaps she was the most natural 
guest there and, who knows, but 
the happiest person to meet them. 
She looked that way, 

Their Royal Highnesses had seen 
. beautiful “Chinook Arch” in the 
sky between Jasper and Edson. 
Her*Royal Highness had heard the 
term “Chinook”. Whilst the other 
ruests were being seated, the head 
table guests were in a lounge. Dur- 
ing this time Princess Blizabeth 
asked me what a “Chinook” was. 
With the help of Premier Manning 
IT tried to tell her that the warm 
Pacific air rushes in pushing the 
snow clouds up and ahead of it, 


forming an arch. This warm air 
can change the temperature often 
seventy degrees within hours. 


After dinner they were taken to 
Clark Stadium to see a rootball 
game. They were guests of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sprague and sat with 
them. Prince Philip asked many 
questions about the game and was 
highly amused at some of the plays, 
but Princess Blizabeth asked how 
long the football season was, was 
the crowd always this large and 
how many people did the stadium 
hold. 


Following this they went to their 
train, being piped through the 
CNR depot, where a large crowd 
was standing at attention. We 
wished them “Goll speed” and a 
happy reunion at home and re- 
turned to the car thrilled and awed 
after our long day with these most 
gracious people. 

I thought of Princess Elizabeth 
on the tour so far as—a fairy Prin- 
cess by night in Quebee City; a 
regal intelligent woman in a gold 
lace formal gown, wearing the 
“Order of the Garter” in Ottawa; a 
deliberate and poised young woman 
inspecting a guard of honor; a 
natural, gracious person making 
our visit pleasent, despite the con- 
fusion of taking bows from the 
train; a young woman, mostly like 
the wife of a naval officer, too 
young to have children, in her 
black party dress in Edmonton. 


Princess Elizabeth's last bright 
smile and wave from the train as 
she looked up at her smiling and 
waving husband, always close to 
her side, then back at the crowd 


until they were out of sight, still 
lingers on.

Nearly $200,000 Paid 
Out Of Accident 
Claims Fund 


Total payments out of the Un- 
satisfied Judgment Fund from 
April to Dec. 31, 1951, were 
$198,357, E. R, Hughes, Deputy 
Provincial Secretary, announced 
today. Collections for the fund, 
for which each: operator of a 
motor vehicle in Alberta is assess- 
ed $1 annually, totalled $242,931. 

A breakdown of payments from 
the fund showed that hospital and 
medical payments totalled $25,- 
751; judgments and costs, $128,- 
535; and miscellaneous, $44,070. 

The Unsatisfied Judgment Fund 
exists to compensate persons in- 
jured in accidents in which motor 
vehicles are involved and pay- 
ments are made wherever a per- 
son found responsible by the 
ecovrt for damages is unable to 
pay the amount of the judgment.
